At the same time 
the unprecedented volume of the crops will supply a 
heavy business tor the railroads, warehousemen, nilil- 
ers, packers and. middlemen, furnish additional employ- 
ment for labor and stimulate the demand for equipment 
and fciiTrelics.

Design of New Penny Who** Coinage 


Hac Bran Stopped. 


The new Lincoln cent, the coinage of 


which has been suspended by the order 
of". Secretary of the Treasury Mae- 
Veagh on account of tie ^-signer's 
Initials appearing prominently on the 
coin, is of tbe same size as the fa- 
miliar "Indian head" design. On the 
face of the penny is a bust of Abra- 
ham Lincoln in profile facing toward 
the right. Above the head fcs the mot- 
to "In Cod We Trust," and to the left 
of the figure the word "Liberty." Iu 
the lo\ver right hand corner is the date 
1909. 


On the reverse, the words "One 


Cent" stand forth in bold type and 
beneath them "United States of Amer- 
ica" in smaller lettering. At the top 
of the coin !s the motto ~E Pluribus 
TJnnui-"

conventional 
wheat 


stalks extend around the lettering, and 
close to the base of tbe ooin are the 
artist's initials. "V. D. B-," iu minute 
type. The circle of milled embossing 
which runs irround tbe face and" re- 
verse of the old penny >s absent from 
the new coin, aad the entire design is 
noteworthy for its simplicity of line. 


The bast of Lincoln was designed 


from a photograph in the possession »f 
Charles Eliot Norton and shows the 
late president with face relaxed and a 
benign expression. It is saKl to repro- 
duce his expression when talking to 
children. . 
The designer of tbe coin is Victor D. 


Brenner, a native of Russia and thir- 
ty-seven years old- According to Mau- 
rice Fishberg. an intimate friend. Mr. 
Brenner never sold matches, but has 
always been an engraver and sculp- 
tor."Some of the medals which he d."- 
signed fifteen years ago are excellent 
examples of his remarkable ability in 
this arf says Mr. Fishberg. "In the 
last seven years, the major part of 
which he spent in Europe, he has also 
done some excellent work as a sculp- 
tor. 
While a noteworthy piece of 


wort, the Lincoln penny is not the 
only nor Ihe best example of his ca- 
pacitv as a medalist.

What Taft Said. 


President Taft has told the repre- 


sentatives and senators who have 
urged various men for census places 
that he would insist that no active 
partisan should be named, and that Dallas. Tex., the number of fatalities 
no attempt should be made to build 
up a political machine in any state 
oc district through the distribution of 
the census patronage. The president 
says: 


"The taking of the census involves 


the appointment of some 200 super- 
visors, who in turn are to appoint 
many times tbat number of onuaier- 
ators. Genemlly there is a supervisor 
for each congressional 
district. It 


has been found to be the quickest 
and, best means of selecting suitable 
supervisors to consult the congress- 
men and senators as to competent 
candidates for their respective dis- 
tricts and states. This system can 
easily be perverted to political pur- 
poses if the supervisors are not for- 
bidden to use it as an instrument for

tions ar.e! primaries in the interest of 
particular <andidates or partics.
